Chicago, July 16.—After two flays 


of -strife the Chicago freigM handler*' 
strike terminated today in 'an un- 
qualified victory for the railroads, A 
meeting of the strikers, presided over 
by President Curran, resulted in an 
almost unanimous vote to return to 
vork, leaving the wage £cale and 
other questions for settlement be* 
tween the men and their respective 
loads. 


At ithe conclusion of the meeting 


the strikers went 'by hundreds to tho 
warehouses to apply for their old po- 
sitions, (and the teamsetrs who {have 
remained out in sympathy ag^in took 
up their reins. 
By noon immense 


quantities of freight which had been 
held 'back for days were being rasihed 
to the railroads, or taken from ware- 
houses amd oars. Where stagnation 
had xuled commercial activity again, 
reignad. 
Chicago merchant ex- 


pressed ttinbounded relief tat rtihe ter- 
mination of (hostilities, tout they were 
scarcely less happy than the onen 
themselves, although the strike is es- 
timated to vhave cost them $10,000,- 
000, to say nothing <of ithe tmde (that 
has been permanently lost to them.

able to obtain entrance,

CURRAN'S ANGRY WORDS. 


"Men," said Curran, "we came out 


like men; we haveiaotedlike men, and 
we should not go back like ^heep, but 
there has been itrdachery in our camp, 
Yesterday, when I was about (to use 
the telephone, the wire got crossed 
iflnd I heard one of the members of our 
executive committee (talking witih a 
aailroad manager. He was encourag 
ing the manager to hold out, for he 
fold him that fine strike was almost 
broken. Thalt is a Sample of the f ait*i 
that hfas been kept with me. The of- 
ficials of the truck 'drivers* union 
have not kept faith, either, and it 
seems useless to continue tihe fight 
any longer.

a great chorus of stye's had (brought to 
a peaceful end one of Chicago's most 
serious and threatening labor situ- 
iiuiions.

The proposition accepted by 
the men was in effect the one given 
to President Curran by the state

the men.

the city 'council and the Fort Wayne 
Traction company will yet be able t 
resolve the rather complex differ 
ences that for months have stood in 
the way of much needed and loudly 
demanded railway improvements ii

At last night's- meeting 


of the council there was given some 
evidence that the traction company 
will yet 
accept a thirty-five yeai 


franchise in lieu of the grants foi 
fifty years that were at fiist askec 


for. 
To our mind this is *a most im- 


portant concession and one the coun- 
cil can well afford to accept in ex- 
change for some of the concessions 
demanded by the company. (We be- 
lieve the traction jcompany's posi- 
tion on the question of compulsory 
extensions hereafter is only such as 
sound business judgment would dic- 
tate in this city or elsewhere and af- 
fords poor ground for the objections 
of the captious. As Manager Scott 
points out, if the option of determin- 
ing when and -Where street railway 
extensions shall be made is lodged 
entirely in the council, it would lie 
within the power of that body to 
bankrupt the corporation. The sug- 
gested provision 
for 
arbitration 


might solve <the difficulty. However, 
there should be in (the franchise a 
provision -to compel extensions where 
absolutely needed. 
The best meas- 


ure for achieving this -without plac- 
ing the £ity wholly at the mercy of 
the corporation's inclination or dis- 
cretion and at the same time protect- 
ing the company from any unreason- 
able or hostile exactions of future 
councils is an affair the council and 
traction company probably can de- 
vise in good time.

The city council met last evening 


in adjourned session, resolved itself 
into >a committee of 'the whole to dis- 
cuss Fort Wayne Traction company 
franchises 
and extensions, 
talked 


with Attorney Bauett and Manager 
Scott until 11 o'clock and took a le- 
cess until Fiiday 
night to further 


consider the matter and as a matter 
of fact did nothing- else officially ex- 
cept appoint a committee consisting 
of Councilmen 
Bauer, 
Glenn and 


Hosey and the city atteoiney to fur* 
ther confer .with Attorney Barrett 
and Manager Scott with regard to 
changing the section of the franchise 
making it obligatory upon the com- 
pany to build future extensions Vhen 
in the opinion of the city officials 
public necessities demanded exten- 
sions, 


The most vital point of the even- 
ng's discussion was raised by Coun- 
cilman Miller, who demanded to 
know then and there whether the 
company would accept the thirty-five 
ye&r franchise. 
Attorney Bai lett 


did not want to make immediate ans- 
wer, but upon Councilman Miller's 
nsistiug that <a positive answer be 
given before 
the council proceeded 


;o waste any fuither time, Mr. Bar- 
ett, after a brief consultation with 
Mr. Scott, said 
that the company 


would take the matter into serious 
lonsideration. 
Mayor Berghoff called the council 
o order, which on motion, imme- 
diately went into committee of the 
whole with Councilman >Scheid in the 
shair and Councilman Hencli at the 
secretary's desk and all the members 
u*esent excepting Meier and O'Kyan. 
The committee took up the work ot 
onsidering the revised franchise at 
he point where it had been dropped 
.t the previous meeting and the fiist 
ection related to the equipment of 
he road. In answer to a question 
Mr. Scott stated 
that closed cars 


were run at this season at the solici- 
ation of patrons 
of the line and 


hat the criticisms upon the manage- 
ment in not providing open cars on 
,11 the lines at this time was un- 
wai ranted. 


INTERURBAN QUESTION. 


Next the proposition referring to 
he hauling of iuterurban oars over 
he company's lines was discussed 
nd Mr. Scott stated that he would 
rather have that section eliminated 
altogether, since conditions had ina- 
teiially changed since last January, 
when his attorney drew -the original 
contract. 
Somebody suggested* that 


the matter be passed for the present 
and the suggestion was adopted. 


Mr. Ehrman brought up the wait- 


ing loom question and Bauer insisted 
that some assurance be given. Mr. 
Scott said that if the council would 
get permission from the county com- 
missioners to erect an open shed on 
the corner of the court house square 
he would eiect it at once. "I don't 
think I could buy the court house 
and the Hamilton bank <coiner is not 
for sale," said Mr. Scott. Reminded 
quite confidentally 
that 
the base- 


ment of the Hamilton bank could be 
had for the asking 
and 
could be 


easily equipped, Mr. Scott said that 
he couldn't consider it; that it -was 
not high 
enough. 
To a question 


whether a low room with a roof over 
it was not better in wet weather than 
the high canopy of heaven, Mr. Scott 
did not deign to reply. 


.UNDERGROUND WIRES. 


Mr. Ehrman then wanted to know 


why feed wires 
had not been put 


under giound as ordered by the coun- 
cil and said he thought now was a 
good time to find out whether the 
company proposed to obey oidinances 
or not. Miller moved that it was the 
sense of the council that the feed 


ordinance should be enforced. 


^iciMhe r?ils ou>Wcst $f&an street, 
whicl?'sheet will be ^ j^ved in all 
probability before the now franchise 
gets much further. 
Miller wanted 


to know why all streets at present 
in course of improvement could not 
•be included, which led Mr. Scott tc 
inquire what assurance he had that 
the ordinance would pass even if lie 
agreed ^o plave the streets. He was 
told that there was no assurance to 
give and that at Hny rate he would 
eventually be governed by the pro- 
vision? of the franchise, if it was 
granted.

TE«EM OF FRANCHISE. 


Section 10, fixing the life o-f the 


franchise at 35 years, was next re^d 
and provoked seme discussion, Bor- 
kenstein insisting that the commit- 
tee had decided on 40 years; he was 
convinced of 'his mistake and the 
lecord stood at 35 years. Mr. Bar- 
ictt made a most vigorous objection. 
He said tlvat the company had al- 
ways insisted that a 50-year fran- 
chise Tips the lefcst it could consider 
and that it had finally considered a 


rlife of 40 years, which -was the limit. 
He said that the improvement bonds 
hod been issued and that they run 
for 40 years; that owing to the ob* 
structious placed in tlxe way of the 
company these bonds had not yet 
been ploteed upon the market 
and 


that if they weie they could not be 
goldmines no one wdUld buy bonds on 
a concern whose franchise expired 5 
yeais before the bonds matured. Sir. 
Bhrinan suggested tliat if the state- 
ment w&s true that none of the bonds 
had been floated at 40 years and none 
ha'd been offcaed for sale he thought 
it was a question only of the cost of 
printing to issue 'bonds at 35 yeais 
an'd offer them after a franchise had 
been secured; taat he fcould not see 
how the bonds should affect the fran- 
chise if no bonds had been sold and 
they weie locked up in the company's 
vaults at Cleveland. 


MILLEE IS INSISTENT. 


It was then that Councilman Miller 


took 'his pen in han'd 'and arose to 
make a few remarks. He said that 
the time limit was one of the prin- 
cipal features of the franchise and 
that he did not 'believe the council 
would ever agree to & franchise run- 
ning more than 35 years; he spoke 
only his own sentiment^ directly, 
but hadspokenwith £ majority of the 
council and knew that ^a (majority 
would not consent to a 50 or even a 
40-year contract; that the 
council 


had been spending much time on this 
proposition and that fhee wanted to 
know then tiiid there yihetner tSe 
company would accept a franchise

The incident was rather dramatic.

there was a ciisis &t hand—whether 
prearranged or not was not indicated, 
but that it was theie there could be 
no doubt. He held a veiy brief whis- 
pered consultation with 
Mr. Scott, 


Miller in the meantime remaining 
on his feet. 
Mi. Barrett then aro^e 


and with great 
deliberation said: 


"I suggest that we pass that matter 
for the evening. I will say, however, 
that if the other terms of the fran- 
chise can be arianged Satisfactorily 
this company will consider the 35- 
year clause."

TEXT OF THE REVI&W. 


Following is the text of the presi- 


dent's review of the case: 


"White House, Washington, July 


14, 1902. 
By the president: The 


findings and sentence of the court are 
approved. I am well aware of tho 
danger and great difficulty cf the 
task our army has Oiad in the Phil- 
ippine islands and of the well night 
intolerable provocations it h'as re- 
ceived from the cruelty, treachery 
and total disregard of ithe rules and 
customs of civilized warfare on tho 
pert of its foes. I alsra heartily ap- 
prove tlhe employment of the sternest 
measures necessary to put a stop to 
such atrocities and to bring this war 
to ta close. 
It would be culpa'ble to 


show weakness in dealing with such 
fo&3 or to 4 fail to use- all legitimate 
ind honorable methods to overcome 
tl'iem. But the very fact th'a>t war- 
fare is of such character as to afford 
infiinite provocation for tihe commis- 
sion of acts of cruelty by junior offi- 
cers -and the enlisted men, must make 
the officers in liigili and responsible 
positions peculiarly careful in Hflieir 
bearing and conduct as to keep a 
moral check over any acts of an im- 
proper character >by their subordin- 
ates. Almost universally the higher 
officers have so borne themaslves as 
to supply this necessary check; and 
with but few exceptions the officers 
and soldiers of the army have shown 
wonderful kindness and forebearance 
in dealing with their foes^ But there 
have been exceptions; there have 
been instances of the use of tortuie 
and of improper heartlessness in wai- 
fare on the part of individuals or 
small detachments. 


SULLIED AMERICAN NAME. 
"In the recent campaign ordered by 


General Smith, the 'shooting cf the 
rative beareis by the orders of Major 
Waller was an act which sullied the 


eiican name and can be /but part- 


ly excused because of Major Waller's 
mental condition at the time; this 
n:ental condition being due to the 
l earful hardship and suffering which 
he had undergone in his campaign. 
It is impossible to tell exactly how 
much influence language like that 
used by General Smith may 'have liad 
in preparing the minds of iliose under 
him for the commission of the deeds 
which we regret. Loose and violent 
talk by an officer of high rank is al- 
xrays likely to excite to wrong-doing 
those among his subordinates who^e 
wills 'are weak or whose passions are 
strong. 
ORDERS SMITH'S RETIREMENT. 


General -Sonith lias behind ihim a 


Icng career distinguished for gal- 
lantry and on the whole for good con- 
duct. 
'Taken in the full, his work 


has 'been <suoh as to reflect credit upon 
the nation; and it is deeply to be re- 
gretted that he should have £o acted 
in this instance as to interfere with 
fliis further usefulness in the army. 
I hereby direct tfliat -he be retired 
from the active list*

Weapon Presented to the Superinten- 


dent—Some Drunks in Police

Superintendent Gorsfline's collec- 


tion of revolvers 'and other wea'pons 
wtos augmented this morning by the 
addition of a well-preserved, 'old- 
fashioned Sinil'h & Wesson navy re- 
volver of 32-cftlibre.

Max Rubin, who 'has <ha'd it in his 
possession for labout fifteen years.

Rand kille'd several of his pursuers 
before he was finally taken, his cap- 
ture being effected in Knox county, 
HL, where one or more of his mui- 
ders was committed. He was tried 
for murder at GtolesTburg^ and sen- 
tenced to life 
imprisonment.

hanged 'himself with a nooee impro- 
'vised from his suspenders in the 
Joliet penitentiary in the winter of 
1884. 
Rand was one of the most 


despeiate outlaws who ever operated 
in the central west and was popu--

This is con- 
nected iby a rod and by a belt to the 
tiuck under the pilot Tiais regisiteis 
the mileage in the sime manner that 
a cyclometer does on a bicycle. The 
nrsit service it dees, then, is to in- 
form tihe engineer of ihis distance 
fiom 3iis starting point when it is 
aark ami he cannot see customary 
landmarks.

Mayor Berghoff called the council 


to order, which on motion. Imme-

ted of the charge of murder, 'out that 
General 
Chaffee, 
declaring 
that 


"there has been-a miscarriage of jus- 
tice in this case," disapproves l!he 
finding and the acquittal, waiton, the 
excerption that while Waller should 
rot have 'been founid guilty of mur- 
der, -tile court should have included a 
lesaer offense. General Chaffee's en- 
dorsement is very strong, and lie de- 
clares that .with the exception of 
three wiho deserted, no overt acts 
were committed by the1 eargadores, 
tut-on -ther contrary "IHiose sent to 
their death continued ito the {last to 
carry the arms and ammunition, of 
the mem after they were no longer 
able to hear them, and to render in 
their impassive way sndli services as 
deepens the conviction that, witihout 
their' assistance, many of the marines 
who now survive would also ihave 
perished." 


In the taase of Lieutenant Day, who 


also was acquitted, Genei^l Chaffee 
disapproves "ithfe finding of the speci- 
fication and charge of murder. 
He 


says that Lieutenant Day should 
Olave known itihat his commanding 
officer, Major Waller, 'had for itflixeG 
weeks .been' under a test of mental 
and physicai endurance snch ns few 
men are called -upon to undergo; -tihat 
lie was sick with fever, his tempera- 
ture 105 aud his ibody covered with 
gainful sores. Day was 'the only offi- 
cer not sick on duty and in Ifche full 
possession of his faculties, and his 
plain duty was to counsel delay in 
the execution of the orders to kill .ths 
natives, 
General Chaffee refers to 


rt-he order of Major Waller as "taint- 
ed," and says that "it should Ihave 
prompted him (Day) to a positive dis- 
obedience of the same." 


Notwithstanding the 
disapproval 


ithe two officers were released, as ibhey 
could not 'be tried twice for the same 
offence. 


A few days ago General Chaffee was 


cabled, that he could have either the 
command of the Department of the 
East or the Department of the Lakes 
if (he desired to come home at lihis 
"time. He was informed that the re- 
jtirement of General Brooke afforded 
an opportunity of making 
either 


change he desired. 
The cablegram 


closed witlh. a commendation by "the 
secretary of war of General Chaffee's 
service in China and the Philippines, 
A reply was received Saturday from 
General Chaffee stating that (he left 
rthe matter entirely with the depart- 
anent, but that he would prefer New 
York in case he was relieved in the 
Philippines. He suggested tihat Sep- 
tember 30 would be a good date to 
make tfmy change in" the command of 
the Philippines. 
These dispatches 


were sent to President Boosevelt at 
Oyster Bay, who consulted with Ses- 
retary Boot, and the secretary direct- 
ed tihe order to be issued relieving 
General Chaffee and placing General 
Davis in command.

BESIGNATION OF'PREMIER. 
London, July 14.—The fact of the 


resignation of the premiership 
of 


Great Britain by Lord Salisbury, as 
foreshadowed in recent dispatches. 
was officially given -out last evening. 
The prime minister laid down the re- 
sponsibility 
of his office 
July 11. 


Within twenty-four hours his ma- 
jesty elevated A. J. Balfour, the gov- 
ernment chief representative in the 
house of commons, to the position of 
ireinier. 
While it was expected in official 


and political circles that Lord Salis- 
bury's retirement would Tje coinci- 
dent with the coronation of Sing 
Edward, it was scarcely looked for 
prior to that event. 
Consequently 


about the oiily surprise expressed as 
the news spread through London con- 
cerned the date, rather than the fact, 
of the resignation. The real interest 
was not so much in reference to Lord 
Salisbury's withdrawal as it was- in 
the appointment of his successor. 


The liveliest speculation is rife as 


to the personnel of the new cabinet. 
The most discussed feature of the 
psndiug changes is the position of 
Mr. Chamberlain (the colonial secre- 
tary), who, in many quarters, 'has 
been regarded as the most 'promising 
candidate for the premiership. 


It is learned that prior to the ac- 


ceptance of his new office, Mr. Bal- 
four first had an interview with Mr. 
Chamberlain and then consulted with 
his other cabinet assistants. 
Tliis 


is regarded as assurance that the fu- 
ture relative positions of Messrs. 
Balfour and Chamberlain will 
be 


satisfactory to both. Mr. Chamber- 
lain's friends say he alwayt< recog- 
nized the revision of the prei-Jership 
to be Mr. Balfour's right as govern- 
ment lender in the 
house of com- 


mons. 


SALISBURY'S REASONS. 


As to Lord Salisbury's withdrawal, 


the main reason is considered by 
practically all the best-informed per- 
sons to have been simply a. desire for 
a quiet life on the part of a man ad- 
vanced in years, 
whose activities 


have 'been unusual and whose scien- 
tific tastes predispose 'him to study 
and seclusion. That the retired pre- 
mier's health has failed to some ex- 
tent is undeniable, 'hut this is not 
more than, perhaps, is to be expected 
in a man of his years, and the close 
of the war in South Africa and the 
return of the commanding- general 
there is considered to be an appro- 
priate time for Ma .withdrawal.

SENT TO AMERICA TO STUDY. 
He was in one of the four parties 


of Chinese hoys who were sent to the 
United States twenty years ago to 
complete their education. The idea 
of the Chinese government was to 
have each hoy spend fifteen1 years in 
this country—ten years in the pre- 
paratory schools aud the remainder 
in the universities. Before Chen had 
completed his course, however, the 
plan was discontinued 
and he re- 


turned home. 


While Chang was minister 
to 


Washington some years ago Tung 
served 
As interpreter 
during the 


three years of his incumbency; later 
he was secretary of a special mission 
sent to Japan, and -when the jubilee 
of Queen Victoria was celebrated he 
filled a similar position in the em- 
bassy which went to London. It was 
frcm his connection with the latter 
mission that he obtained his knight- 
hood and received 
the title of sir. 


Last year, when China dispatched a 
special mission to Germany to make

Minister Wu has not been advised 


officially of the appointment of his 
successor. 
WU CORDIALLY LIKED HERE. 
The retiring minister, Mr. Wu, has 


been at this capital since April, 1897.

McKinley and 


Roosevelt have been of a most cor- 
dial 'character. 


The ordinary term of ministers in 


the Chinese 
diplomatic 
service is 


three years and they are not reap- 
pointed. Mr. Wu's terra of service, 
however, has been continued indefi- 
nitely from time to time. 
He was 


of great assistance 
to his govern- 


ment during the "boxer" troubles. 


Several months 
ago he was ap- 


pointed a member of the commission 
to codify the existing Chinese laws 
nnd prepare a set of modern laws for 
his country, and it is this business 
which in all probability the Chinese 
government has in store for him 
when he returns to his native land. 


Mr. Wu also is minister to Spain

KILLED BY THE STORH. 


St. Paul, Minn., July 9. — News was 


received here today -that as a result 
of the r^eenlt terrific storm which -pre-

Secretary Hay, doubting whether 


anything could be accomplished di- 
rectly through the diplomats 'at Pe- 
kin, though action there nad been 
contemplated, 
decided to address 


himself directly to the governments 
interested in the Chinese question 
and maintaining forces .in Tien Tsin. 
This! was done through the Ameri- 
can ambassadors and ministers resi- 
dent at the various European courts 
and Tokio. 


THE POWERS ASSENT. 


Answers have been -received from 


nearly all of these. The latest to 
come .to hand today were from 
France and Germany and quite un- 
expectedly they have all proven to 
be favorable to the United States' 
contention. The 
powers are now 


agreed to instruct their generals at 
Tien Tsin to albandon the condition 
sought to toe imposed as a precedent 
to evacuation, that save the small 
police force of 300 men, the Chinese 
military force must be kept at a dis- 
tance of not less than 30 -lilomsters 
from Tien Tsin.

of Harvey Davis and Earl Beed, 
charged with having stolen from the 
United States mails, some additional 
developments came to light today, 
when Horace Mariotte, keeper of n 
pawnshop on East Main street, was 
nrres-ted on a charge of receiving 
stolen goods, and a warrant was is- 
sued for the arrest of Mrs. Harriett 
A. Davis, mother of 'the accused mail 
wagon driver, on a charge of conceal- 
ing stolen goods. 


The warrant for Mrs. Davis' arrest 


is now in the hands of Deputy Mar- 
shal Scott and will doubtless be 
served during the afternoon. 


ASSERTS HIS INNOCENCE. 


The warrant for Mr. Marrotte was 


served this morning by Deputy 
Marshal Scott. It was issued upon 
the affidavit of Inspector Sherman C 
Kile, and charges that on or abou 
June 6 Mr. Mariotte received and 
concealed one razor of the value of $1 
which razor had been stolen or em- 
bezzled from the mails of, 'the United 
States, and that Mr. Mariotte then 
and there knew that the said razo: 
had been stolen from the mails. 


Mr. Mariotte appeared before Com 


missioner Logan with his attorney 
A. H. Bittinger, and the hearing wa: 
set for Wednesday morning, at I 
o'clock. Ma1. MiiriQiite signed ihis own 
bond for $500 and was released. T 
a reporter for The Sentinel lie assert 
ed his entire innocence of th 
charge, and stated that there was n 
foundation for it. 


BEED WAIVED HEABING. 


- Earl Beed, the chum of younj 
Davis, who was arrested as an ac 
complice to ithe theft of propert 
from the mail sacks, was arraigne 
•before the commissioner at 9 o'clock 
He had no attorney, tout waived th 
preliminary hearing and was im 
mediately held to the federal gran 
jury in the sum of §500. Beed, 
appears, was frequently in the con 
pony of Davis on the mail wagon 
and both boys made damag-inj 
missions to the postofflce inspector 
while confined in jail.

company, just outside the city limits.

The mine is one of the largest 
in the region and was the company's 
principal source of fuel supply.

heroic work of rescue had not 


penetrated near to -the seat of the dis- 
aster. 


All the Johnstown

They carried tanks of oxy- 
gen with them which were emptied 
to good effect on the living. 


"We found twenty-five dead on 


our way to these four living. Twen- 
ty more we found later on. They were 
scattered through that section of the 
mine. Most of them were on their 
way out when caught by the fatal 
after-damp.

and myself will 'organize another

and go in at 9 


o'clock this morning. There is damp

Sleepless

for authentic 


news as to the extent of the explo- 
sion. 
Forty-seven dead bodies, all 


contorted and many blackened and 
burned, lay stretched on rougli slabs 
at the improvised morgue in the ar- 
mory building. Forty more were in 
cars in the mine ready to be borne 
out as fast as room could be made 
for them. At that time estimates 
of the number of •desd reduced the 
fatal scope of the 
calamity.

WAGONS FOB THE DEAD.

morgue in the city. 
There they 


were backed up to u door and a large 
force of police were ready to check 
the great throng from pressing in 
too close. 
Body after body was 


dragged, from the wagons and' borne 
inside. 
All of them were blackened 


and unrecognizable, until the under- 
takers got to work. 
Tihe head of 


one man was crushed and the only 
means of identifying will be by his 
check number. 
All 'of the bodies 


were cold and stiff. The arms .of most 
of them were twisted in front 
of 


them as if to shield their faces from 
fire. 
The left hand of one -man was 


torn off at the wrist. The bodies now 
recovered were all found about two

been noticed in it and careful in- 
spections were kept up. 
In. the last 


three years safety lamps had been 
carried "by the men. 
Frank Sabot, 


one of the boys who met death in a 
heroic endeavor to save his 'comrades, 
was safely out of the mine after the 
explosion. 
He worked iu (the. mine 


ever since the Klondike was opened 
up. 
He had "trapped" in the mine 


longer back than thut. 
After the 


explosion he hastened into the vault 
of death to do what he could to closa 
the traps and check the spread of 
the after-damp.

Soon after the discovery of the

Neither the state department nor 


the Colombian officials here care to 
disclose the nature of the modifica- 
tions which it Oias now become neces- 
sary to make in the treaty, but it is 
understood that all of them, either 
directly or indirectly, involve the 
question of sovereignty. 


The close study now in progress of 


the istlimian canal act and the treaty 
presented hy the Colombian govern- 
ment, develops apparently important 
differences and obscurities in the let- 
ter of the documents, whitih may not, 
however, exist in their spirit.

From this portion of t3ie act it 


would appear that the Unite-d States 
alone is to make police and onnitary 
regulations for the canal strip and 
establish judicial tribunals for their 
enforcement. 
Yet article 3, of the 


draft of the canal treaty, provides- for 
the creation of "a joint cc-miniasion 
by l;Ue governments of Colombia and 
the United States thuft shall establish 
and enforce sanitary and police regu- 
lations." 


Article 'i of the treaty deals 


specifically with, the question of sov- 
ereignty, as follows: 


"The rights and privileges granted 


to ittie United States by the terras of 
this convention shall not affect the 
sovereignty of the republic of Colom- 
bia over the territory within whose 
boundaries sucli rights and privileges 
are to be exercised. 


"The United States freely acknowl- 


edges and recognizes this sovereignty 
?,iid disavows any intention to impair 
it in any way whatever, or to in- 
crease its territory at the expense of 
Colombia or of any of the aistar re- 
publics in Central or South. America, 
but, 
on the contrary, it "desires to 


strengthen the power of the republics 
on this continent and to promote, de- 
velop and maintain their prosperity 
and independence." 


Briefly summing up, it appears to 


be th.2 task now before ifche parties to 
the proposed convention to define 
with absolute clarity the extent and 
limits of the control or joint control 
to be exercised over the canal ^briu. 
For while control is not sovereignty 
in tihe common acceptance of the 
terms, yet in practice the two often 
merge so closely as to defy -identifi- 
cation, wind it has all along been rec- 
ognized 'that any provision of tliQ 
treaty which threatens in any meas- 
ure the sovereignty of the South 
American republic over the canal 
land, will not -be acceptable to the 
Colombian congress. 


Minister Concha lias been in poor 


health during the spring and sum- 
mer and contemplates a journey out 
cf town to recuperate in tihe near fu- 
ture. It is confidently hoped that the 
treaty may be signed, before his de- 
parture. 


Mr. Cromwell called,again at the 


state' department today to confer 
further with Secretary Hay respect- 
ing the proposed treaty. It now ap • 
pears that, contrary to the first ex- 
pectation, this treaty canno t be 
signed before next fall. It was ex- 
pected that, with has full powers, 
Minister Concha 
would be able to

that to prevent any disagreement 
with his own government and any 
consequent repudiation by it of 
what he has accomplished, the minis- 
ter deems it essential that it shall 
be made acquainted with the small- 
est details of the negotiations.

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\ RE-ENACT CUSTER MASSACRE 


! I A THRILLING FOURTH OF JTTLY CELEBRATION THAT WAS 


HELD AT SHERIDAN, WYO. 


Sheridan, Wyo., July 4.—With de- 


moniac yells, at 2:30 this afternoon 
2,000 Crow and Cheyenne Indians, 
stripped to the skin and wearing 
only a 'breech cloth, 
painted with 


black paint of the war path, each 
mounted on his wiry little mustang, 
swooped down on a band of 250 
United States soldiers, and the sham 
reproduction of the famous Custet 
massacre was on, says a Sheridan 
(Wyo.) letter of the date of July 4th, 
to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
What American man or boy has not 


read of the bloody Custer massacre, 
the battle in which the brave Uen. 
Custer and his command of 207 men, 
node into an ambush prepared by the 
wily old chief, Sitting: Bull, and were 
killed, every man of them, after a 
fight lasting between half an hour 
and -twice that time. Hundreds oE 
thousands 
of 
middle aged men 


throughout this country will recall 
>with what horror they read the de- 
tails of this mysterious battle in the 
daily papers twenty-five years ago. 
That battle was reproduced in Sheri- 
dan today by all the braves of the 
Crow and Cheyenne tribes, 2,000 
men, many of .whom were engaged iu 
the real battle, and by reason of their 
intimate knowledge 
of the true 


events the sham today was probably 
the most realistic mimic fight ever 
•witnessed. 


Many previous attempts have beeu 


made to induce these Indians to re- 
produce the scene enacted on the 
lonely Montana plaius on June 25, 
18^6, but these attempts have been 
•unavailing. The 'Indians have usu- 
ally .refused to «ven discuss the mas- 
Bacre, and only through the personal 
friendship of the chiefs of the tribe 
for Major O. P. Hanna, for many 
years a government scout attached 
to Ouster's command, were they per- 
suaded to participate in the events 
today. 


•For two weeks the plains surround- 


ing Sheridan have been covered inrith 
Indian tepees. 
The reservation, 


fifty miles to the north, is practical- 
ly deserted, and every buck who is 
able to travel, accompanied toy his 
squaws, papooses, horses and dogs 
are here. 


The plans for the sham battle were 


elaborately made and carried out 
Rehearsals -were held daily for two 
-weeks, and every Indian was drilled 
into the part he was to play. 


The inaccessibility of the Crow res- 


ervation has prevented many . trav- 
elers from visiting them, and the 
scene of the 'Custer massacre is still 
unaltered by the march of civiliza- 
tion. Except 
for the monument 


erected in memory of the dead, and 
in the distant the line of telegraph 
poles denoting where the new line 
of the Burlington railroad, en route 
to the Pacific, 
passes, civilisation 


might be 10,000 miles away. No 
one making the pilgrimage can come 
away with heart untouched. 


The field upon which Custer fought 


and died is one of tlie small areas 
where "out west" still exists. Hera 
the visitor needs no help from his 
imagination to make the story of the 
massacre vivid and real. The Crows 


. and Cheyennes still live in tepees 


and brush shacks as did their fathers 
who planned and executed the mas- 
sacre. It is the fear, not the love of 
the 
white 
man which keeps him 


even now from the war-path. 


The Battlefield itself bears witness 


to the complete victory of the red 
men. Near the summit of the hill 
upon the sides of which the tragedy 
occurred, is a large stone monument 
surrounded by an iron fence. 
Be- 


neath this tribute to the dead, re- 
pose the bones of the troopers slain 
in the battle. Only 
a f&w 
yards 


down the hillside, 
and 
the little 


white grave stones erected by the 
government, just where each man 
fell, rear their silent heads. 
The 


Dame inscription, 
"U. S. Soldiers, 


Seventh Cavalry, Fell here June 25, 
1876," is on each of the stones. Two 
hundred and sixty-seven men rode 
up the ravine with Custer; 26? white 
stones dot the hillside; could any- 
think speak plainer that the men did 
their dutyP 
One large stone cross 


stands up from among the smaller 
stones. 
On it is inscribed, "Here 


Tell Custer, June 25, 1876." But the 
remains of "Yellow Hair," as Custer 
was known to the Indians, lie in Ai- 
lington cemetery, on the Potomac. 
The spot where Kellogg, the news- 
paper correspondent, fell is marked 
with a headstone similar to the sol- 
diers. His body was found near that 
of Custer. He fought and died with 
the soldiers. 


Near the battlefield is an ancient 


Indian burying ground. The dead 
are in branches of trees, rolled up 
in blankets, once new, but now torn 
and tattered. 


The ground upon which the sham 


battle was given is very similar to 
the real battle ground. Rolling and 
swelling up from a small stream, a 
number of shallow ravines lead out 
in different directions back from the 
river. In the battle today, the sol- 
diers, led by Major Saunders, com- 
mander at Fort McKenzie, crossed 


the small river and saw a small band 
of Indians just breaking camp, the 
same sight which met duster's eyes, 
after lie had dispatched Major Reno 
nnd half his men to flank the main 
body of the savages which his scouts 
reported as near. 


The Indians retreated up a ravine 


and Saunders pushed rapidly after 
them. A chase of half -a mile and 
the fleeing Indians 
disappeared 


around the foot of a small hill. The 
soldiers rounded the same hill at a 
gallop and instead of discovering- the 
small band of Indians, found them- 
selves facing a thousand mounted 
Crows and Cheyennes, ready for the 
fray. 


Without 
a. pause Custer 
(Major 


Saunders) attacked. 
As lie drew 


nearer the Indians 
fell 
back ami 


drew tlie troops further up 
the 


ravine. Redskins appeared on both 
sides and in the rear, and the fight 
begun. The firing, which up to that 
time had beeu scattering, now be- 
came general, and added to the wax1 
cries of the 
braves, created pan- 


demonium. The sight was most ap- 
palling and created the greatest ex- 
citement among the crowds gathered 
on the adjoining hills. So realistic 
was the affair that with difficulty 
some of the cow boys were withheld 
from riding into the battle. 


The Crows axe the most excitable 


and emotional of all the western In- 
dian tribes, and they entered very 
deeply into the spirit of the battle. 
On account of this extreme excita- 
bility and lack of 'control every man 
was thoroughly searched just before 
the battle. No knives or ball cart- 
ridges were allowed; nothing 
but 


Winchesters and blanks. 
On the 


other hand, beneath his shirt every 
soldier wore ?i 'belt filled with fifty 
rounds of "Kra'g" (ball cartridges, 
not for use, but for emergencies. 


The original battle was probably 


the first engagement in the 'history 
of Indian •warfare in which the In- 
dian leader adopted the ta'ctics of the 
wihites. 
Sitting- Bull was in -com- 


mand, but remained in the ba'ck- 
ground an'd fought the battle on 
well-laid plans. Chief Gall was at 
the head of the fighting men and. led 
his warriors recklessly. Sitting Bull 
was of a sullen, morose ^disposition, 
an'd a man of even fewer words than I 
the average Indian. -His great influ- 
ence over the Sioux and other tribe;, 
was derived from bis supposed •abil- 
ity to communicate -with the "Great 
Spirit" by the aid -of dead warriors. 
In civilization he would hare been 
simply a spiritualistic medium. On 
the other hand, Gall wr.s 'an exhortcr. 
an'd before going into battle always 
nm'de a spaedk to liis men, w3iioli 
wrought ttiem iip to 
pitch; 


In the (battle today Spoffed Horse 


took the part of Gail 'and^Wyed it 
well. Hs led his warriors in person. 
an'd like GaQ-1, was everywhere, ex- 
horting his 'braves to press onward. 


The soldiers divided into two par- 


ties an-d -advanted on parallel lines, 
one on either side of the narrow val- 
ley. More warriors 
appeared snd 


the hubbub increased, until n perfect 
bedlam prevailed. The war wihoaps 
and exultant yells of the Indians 
often drowned the noise made by the 
2,000 rifles cracking-, but the soldiers 
fought with seeming desperation,not 
a cheer toeing given. (This is in ac- 
cordance with the story told *by Gall. 
Rain -iu-the-Face and others, 
who 


gaid the white man fought silently). 


Tp ad:l to the 
effect, dozens of 


packages of nrperackors were ig-nlfecl 
by the soldiers, -giving the effect of 
a greater number of guns being nrfid. 
The red tide, however, was irresiil 
ible, and carried everything before it. 
The soldiers gradually fell by ones 
and twos, and the circle o£ savages 
grew smaller. Some of the finest ex- 
hibitions of -horsemanship ever scon 
transpired at this time. Hundreds 
of Indians on their siwift ponies cir- 
cled about the little 
"band, firing: 


from every conceivable position. A 
warrior would swing over his ncrse's 
side, holding onto the animal with 
his legs, -aim liis rifle beneath tlie 
neck and fire. Only a portion of one 
leg would be exposed to the fire of 
those within the circle. Others fired 
from above, v/hile still others fired 
from beneath the horse's belly. This 
accounts in a large measure for the 
small number cf Indians killed at 
the original battle. 
History puts 


this at forty-two, although nearly 
5,000 Indians were engaged against 
first-class marksmen for 
probably 


forty-five minutes. 


Finally, there 
were less than a 


dozen soldiers left standing. One UL 
these was the yellow- haired 
com- 


mander, Custer. Near him stood his 
brother, Tom. Ivan Thunder rushed 
in, as did Rain-in-the-Face at the 
true battle, shot Tom Custer, dragged 
the "boay a few yards, and 111 panto- 
mime cut the heart of the soldier 
from the body and devoured it. Thus 
did he avenge -his arrest and sen- 
tence to prison at the hands of tlie 
younger Custer. 


'And then Custer himself fell. The 


last to die was he. 


Immediately the Indians closed In, 


and still quivering with excitement 
gave the war dance as 
probably 


never before viewed by white men. 
The spirit of the battle was on them, 
and for an hour their yells and war- 
cries wore blfK>d-curdling. 
Perhaps 


not one spectator 'but was glad TO 
know these painted red devils were 
without ball cartridges. 


Among the chiefs taking part in 


the shnm battle were Bull Weasel, 
Old Alligator, B.n'd Man, Jack Cov- 
ers, Plenty Cues, Yellow 
Weasel, 


Wolf Lies Down, Three Fore Top, 
Pretty Eagle, Scolds the Bear, Good 
Luck, Old Dog, Medicine Crow, Old 
Crow, Spotted Horse, Iron Thunder, 
Red Tomahawk, Eagle Man, Stone 
Man, Swift Hawk, White 
Buffalo, 


Little Soldier, Spotted Thunder ami & 
host of others. 


After the 'battle, which ended so

prise among the isolated and ignor- 
ant mountaineers of the state. It is 
really the beginning of a social set- 
tlement along novel lines, the spot 
selected being Walkers Valley where, 
besides Polygamistic 'Walker and nis 
two wives, live 30 families whose 
sole inheritance is unspeakable shift- 
lessness. 
Only one member of the 


whole colony, in fact, is able to read. 


The regeneration of this peculiarly 


retarded people is to be undertaken 
by the Tennessee Federation of Wo- 
men's clubs, which has at its head 
Mrs. Charles A. Perkins, of Knox- 
ville. Through the Social Settlement 
committee logs and nails were se- 
cured from one source, pictures and 
furniture from others, so that a cabin 
of two rooms is now in readiness 
and, with a competent teacher, these 
neglected natives are to have an op- 
portunity to "larn," to use the ver- 
nacular of the neighborhood, says 
a writer in the Pilgrim. 


The colossal ignorance of the Tenn- 


essee mountaineer who is a moon- 
shiner by training if not instinct, 
who raises a little com to grind by 
hand in a stone mill, while his 
spouse weaves a "kiver" at the loom, 
fuVnishes a rich field for the courage- 
ous clubwomen. 
Somewhat of the 


state of things may be gleaned from 
the remark of a little Walkers Val- 
ley girl who, displaying a row of six 
books, one of the traveling libraries 
sent out 'by the federation, proudly 
said to a visitor, "Reekon I has 'bout 
one of every kind that's made." 
Walkers Valley, moreover, is twen- 
ty-six miles from a railway and' sev- 
en miles; from Tuckaleeche Cove, 
which, it may be mentioned, is one of 
the juinping-oft places in the Tennes- 
see mountains. 


So these are the people who are to 


be taught the rudiments 
at this 


social settlement. It is part of the 
plan that old and young alike shall 
be instructed .in reading1 and ••writ- 
ing', the women shown how to .sew, 
cook and keep house—in short, how 
to live—while the cabin, cheaply out 
tastefully appointed, is intended tc 
serve as an 
object lesson to those 


inmates of unkept homes. 


Indeed, there is no doubt that this 


unique work will develop as success- 
fully in Tennessee, backed as it is by 
the best women, as it has in the last 
three years in Kentucky under tiif. 
auspices of tho Kentucky Federation 
of Women's clubs.

a trick of biting himself when cor- 
nered and so committing 
suicide, 


and in this case his flesh is as deadly 
as his bite. 


The maligned pig, who is known 


by those who properly 
understand 


him. to be 'a really brave and' intelli- 
gent little beast, regards rattle- 
snakes as the greatest luxury and 
attacks and Mils tlheon -with absolute 
fearlessness. 
On a California ranch 


a certain field was so overrun with 
•attlers that it was practically use- 
less. It was fenced in anft a -pair 
of young pigs turned into it. The 
pigs grew fat and sleek and- in a 
short time they had gobbled up every 
last rattler. Piggiwig 
has 
been 


known to attack fche largest and most 
deadly snakes and' come off victor 
in the fight. 


'Apropos of the well known fact 


that a rattler Tvill bite -himself and 
commit suicide rather than fall into 
the hantis of his enemies, the tale 
is told by hundreds in the far west 
fhat a little bird, ft native 
of the 


Rockies, is extremely interested in 
th'e extermination of the rattler. So 
far as is known, this bird1 does not 
feed upon the snake, hut is actuated 
solely by motives of benevolence in 
ridding the world of *hese dangerous 
reptiles.

was mooted in K-ussia, says Tit-Bits. 


An Italian nobleman lias lately had 


the courtyard of his palace paved 
with slabs of marble, granite and 
other stone, every one of which has 
been brought from, a different land. 
Em-ope, Asia, Africa, America 
and 


Australia have -all snpplied materials 
for this curious mosaic, w'hich is 
comiposed of over 500 pieces, each en- 
graved with the name of the country 
or state from -which it came. 


On the occasion of his accession to 


the throne of Bavaria, Maximilian 
Bmanuel had one of the xoads leading 
to his palace paved- with plates of 
burnished copper, ivnich, gleaming in 
the sunshine, (had -the effect of the 
more [precious metal, gold. 
Down 


this road it was his intention to 
-proceed in royal pomp, but ihis pur- 
pose was unfortunately -frustrated by 
a gang of robbers, -wtto one nigiit 
oveiipowered the gniards and; carried 
off fmuch. of the valuable paving. 


Louis XIV. Oiad one of the courts 


of his ,palace' at Versailles paved 
with, squares of silver, each of which 
recorded some '"triumph- to the French 
a-rms. 
These surrounded a large 


tablet of gold, in the center -of w-McOi. 
the sun—the monarch's favorite em- 
blem—was represented by a dazzling 
blaze of costly gems. 
Another court 


of this most sumptuous dwelling was 
paved -with slabs of jasper, agate and 
other rare stones. 


For the love 'Of his youth, Louise de 


la Valliere, tthe same ruler caused- to 
be constructed a lodge -wliereof Hie 
approach was paved with glass mir- 
rors -painted with an allegory repre- 
senting the fervor and 'durability of 
liis love. 


Passing from the 'gorgeous to the 


fantastic, 
-wo may mention the 


strange fancy of a rich 'Berlin trades- 
man, who -had the walks of t3ie gar- 
den that was attached'-to liis country 
villa laid down with a number of 
coffin flids, w'hich he h&d been at con- 
siderable -time and expense to collect. 
They -were of all ages and conditions, 
from the wooden covering for the 
peasant to the 'most elaborate metal 
work designed for noble or prince. 
On his death some years -back his son 
replaced them with ordinary gravel, 
nnd subsequently presented the most 
valuable to -a lo'cal museum. 


Tombstones are not infrequently 


employed in different parts of Not- 
tinghamshire, Derbyshire, 
Lincoln- 


shire and Leicestershire for the (pur- 
pose of paving and a year or so back 
the inhabitants of the Vale of Bel- 
voir raised 
a vehement 
protest 


o gainst their being used for a path- 
way leading to the parish church. 
The local authorities, however, en- 
deavored to excuse themselves on the 
ground that they <had plenty of old 
gravestones on hand, which, if uti- 
lized, would assuredly save the rate- 
payers' pockets. 


Even more grewsome however, is 


the pavement at &wandu, Africa, in 
the making of which • over 1/3,000 
human skulls are said to have been 
employed. 
The town, which, is oval 


111 shape, is girdled by a ring of lofty 
poles, on the summit of every one of 
which is placed a skull, while each 
of the six gates is led up to by a 
pavement of skulls, which from con- 
stant friction gleams like a way of 
polished ivory.

A LAND AND RIVER OF DEATH | 


* A FATAL PLACE IN SOUTH AMERICA 
FROM WHICH NO 


WHITE MAN HAS EVER COME OTJT ALIVE. 


Gran Chaco, tho most mysterious 


spot on the South American conti- 
nent, has claimed another band of 
victims; again the Pilcomayo river 
has proved itself deserving of the 
title given to it by the natives of 
Paraguay,' Argentina and Bolivia- 
River of Death. The last victims 
of the unknown place are the famous 
Italian explorer, 
Guido Boggiano, 


and his party. 
From Asuncion in 


Paraguay the news -has reached 
American geographers that 'the party 
has been officially pronounced dead. 


With the 
slaying 
of Boggiano,. 


Gran Chaco, triumphantly keeping 
its secret, has successfully defied five 
nations—France, Spain, 
Germany, 


Italy and Paraguay. Each of them 
sent its best explorers and to none 
did their men return alive. Creveaux, 
of France; Ibarreta, of Spain; Lista, 
of Paraguay; Sirvent, of Germany, 
and Boggiano, of Italy, all started 
from the borders, dived into the 
primeval forests of El Gran Chaco, 
reached the Pilcomayo river and dis- 
appeared forever. 


Look on the map of South America. 


Between the Tropic of Capricorn and 
latitude 30 south, and between lon- 
gitude 58 and 65 west, is a patch 
that is left almost entirely 
blank. 


That patch, contains more than sev- 
enty-five thousand 
square 
miles 


about "-which man knows nothing. 


It is the terra incognita 
of 'the 


Americas. 


Five months ago Guido Baggiano 


started from Asuncion with nn ex- 
pedition of six Indians and a peon 
to fellow the path that so many oth- 
ers had taken before him and that 
had led them to death. Friends had 
urged him to desist. OLocal officials 
had added their warnings without 
effect. 
Men heard from him only 


once after lie 'had left civilization, 
as he passed through Puerto Casado. 
Then came a week of silence, (broken 
by the -arrival of two of the expedi- 
tion. Even in that .one mreek hard- 
ships and terrors 
had become too 


much for them, and they had fled 
toward settled country. 
They re- 


ported that the line of march had 
been through constant dangers tnd 
through, constant mystery. "Unseen 
enemies had attacked them by aay 
and by night. Unseen animals had 
prowled on 'their 'trail. Unseen 
things 'had terrified the Indian help- 
ers, so that even then Boggiano was 
finding it almost impossible to force 
them on. 


That is the last 'that has been heard 


by man of Guido Boggiano aiiS his, 
party. A month ago an expedition j 
under local officials started out from 
Puerto Casado to search for news of 
the lost men. It penetrated only a 
few miles into the unknown, land— 
not far enough to nnd even a trail, 
but far enough to learn that there 
was no donbt <that the entire expedi- 
tion had been destroyed, presumably 
by the fierce, ipractically unknown 
Tobas Indians. 


This makes the second expedition 


to vanish .within a year. 


First to meet fate in Q-ran Chavw 


was Dr. Creveaux. He started into 
the interior in 188G with a large and 
well armed party, fired1 with won- 
derful stories of strange, tall, sav- 
age men, strange wild beasts of huge 
size and a profusion of new orchids 
and other fantastic plants and crea- 
tures that were -said to foe in abund- 
ance there. 
He forced 'his way for 


several months through the wilder- 
ness along the Pilcomayo until he 
penetrated into the Tobas country, 
near theBolivian boundary,where the 
expedition, worn and thinned, fell 
into the hands of the Indians, who 
suddenly appeared from all quarters 
and massacred all. 


The fate of the Creveaux expedi- 


tion only served to increase tlie eag- 
erness of explorers to tear the veil 
that hid the unknown land. 
That 


eagerness next was to cost the.life 
of one of the most successful and 
earnest and daring explorers that 
ever was in South America. He was 
Ramon Lista, to whom the iworld to- 
day owes much of its knowledge of 
Paraguay, Argentina and Patagonia. 
For many years he had lived almost 
constantly in the 
wildest parts of 


continent. He was the first man to 
send out from the depths of Pata- 
gonia the report of the possible ex- 
istence there of a monstrous animal, 
the mylodon, a giant slotb as great 
as an ox, that still survived from 
prehistoric days. He reported subse- 
quently that one evening he had 
even shot at some huge creature that 
might have been it. 
But its hide 


turned his bullet, and the gloom of 
the forest made pursuit impossible. 


RAMON LISTA'S DOOM. 


Ramon Lista, thus on the thres- 


hold, possibly, of an epochal discov- 
ery in modern world history, set his 
face toward El Gran Chaco. 
passed beyond the iittermost fron- 
tier of human dwellers, and with 
canoe and men paddled away to reach 
the Pilcomayo river. And when he 
paddled thus away he passed out of 
human sight forever. For the River 
of Denth has never given him up. 


Fragments of his stoiy have drift 


ed to the outer world, and from the 
stories told by boastful Indians and 
the scattered rumors brought to Bo- 
livian and Paraguayan and Argen- 
tinian frontier posts, it is known 
that he forced his way far up tho 
river, contending -against nature ami 
wild beasts and wild men alike, un- 
til, thcroug'hly -worn out and sa'dly 
diminished in numbers, the expedi- 
tion found itself cut off from either 
retreat or advance by 
the 
allied 


forces of human foes and hunger. 
For the Indians, rarely 
showing 


themselves, but constantly lurking 
around the party, not only picked 
off any members of the expedition 
who strayed even slightly from the 
main body, but prevented all hunt- 
ing. 
At last the party was so re- 


.uced -by privations that 
panic 


seized some and despair others. And 
then came annihilation, so that none 
returned. 
Lista himself, so men 


have learned since then, -was one of 
the last to die. He was 
brained 


while he lay starving. 
And scat- 


tered over many miles 
of forest 


trails lie his companions, pursued 
and killed in flight. 


IBAItRETA SEEKS MTSTERT. 
Rumors of Lista's loss 
Hidid not 


more than 'begun to reach Europe 
nnd North America, nnd already an- 
other expedition was preparing lo 
hew its way into the place of dooin. . 


Colonel Enrique de Ibarreta, of 


Spain, was the maai to lead it. He 
nm'de his start from San Antonio in 
Bolivia with 'a p<trty singularly well 
equipped—equipped, indeed, as if for 
conquest rather than for explora- 
tion. 
He had 'a flotilla of Indian 


canoes, each 'holding twelve men, 
and with him were six Argentine, 
two Bolivian and one Spanish com- 
panions, all well fitted by knowledge 
and experience for the work of carry- 
ing out the task of forcing the pas- 
sage through the River of Death. 
The canoes were covered with heavy 
sails and skins, wMch were pierced 
with loop holes for rifles. 


At Fort Creveaux, named in honor 


of I>r. Creveaux, lie got additional 
force in the form of two friendly 
Pilagas Indians and an Indian boy, 


fho proved invaluable through his 
knowledge of the many languages 
and dialects of the unknown trib;s ' 
that were encountered 'during \ne 
voyage. 
Colonel Suarez, acting in 


command at the fort, provided this 
escort under orders from the Bolivian 
government,' but personally Legged 
Colonel Ibflareta to desist. 


His 
arguments were vain, and 


early in June -the 
party 
started 


down the Pilcomayo. And scarcely 
had they passed from the sight of 
tho soldiers in the frontier fort be- 
fore t'he forest was -alive with clan- 
gers all around them. 
Men dared 


not leave their covered canoes, even 
in the 
•daytime. 
Game 
vanished 


strangely before them. 
At first it 


seemed unaccountable, until they 
found that Dhe Indians, invisible, 
but ever present, were 
driving it 


away to starve the explorers out, so 
that they should venture into the 
forests to hunt, When they could be 
killed easily. 


When the expedition reached La- 


guna Pitano, less than 300 miles 
from the place where they had start- 
ed, it was September. It had tal,=n 
them more than three months to get 
there, an'd yet the mysterious land 
had scofrcely been entered. And the 
men were then in such extremities 
that Ibarreta saw that they could 
not hope to get out alive unless help 
reached them. 
They were encom- 


passed by savages. 
Food was re- 


duced to -a minimum. In this crisis 
Colonel Tberreta called for volun- 
teers to break through the silent, 
hidden cordon of foes and 
try to 


reach Formosa, on the Paraguayan 
bound-ary, to get help. 


DEVILS OF THE WOODS. 


Of ttoose eight men nothing has 


been learned to this day, with the 
exception of two, who were found 
•wandering in tho thickets with bare- 
ly strength enough left to tell even 
the briefest story. 
They had been 


hunted headlong from mile to mile. 
The forests were instinct with death 
wherever they turned. Six of tlie 
fugitives were killed before a day 
had passed. 


The two survivors said that they 


had left the Xbarreta party in dire 
need. 
Just before passing certain 


great wnterfalls of the Pilcomayo 
river, the hitherto deserted banks 
of the gloomy stream suddenly were 
filled with taill men, hideously paint- 
ed and -armed with huge 
knotted 


clubs and with spears. Their faces, 
painted coal black, with circles of 
light blue over the cheekbones and 
three blue streaks radiating from 
the corners of their mouths, made 
them look, said the fugitives, like 
devils. Indeed, the Pilagas Indians 
—.1 friendly tribe living near the 
borders—•affirm that these are devlla 
nnd not men that haunt the dark, 
impenetrable forests of the River of 
Death. 


The Indians made an attack In 


force on the expedition and were 
beaten off only after desperate of-

NOTABLE ADDRESS. 


[Head of Columbia University Talks

to the National Association 


of Teachers. 


Minneapolis, July 9.—"Quarreling 


among the religious sects and the 
churches about 
interpretation has 


stricken the Bible from the reading 
of the American people. Sectarian- 
ism has brought about suoh a serious 
condition in this nation that the Eng- 
lish Bible is 110 longer known as li1 


erature, and consequently the people 
cannot understand the basic elements 
of our civilization." 
This is what 


Dr. Nicholas Hurray Butler, presi- 
dent of Columbia university, told 
8,000 pei-sons last night at the gen- 
eral session of the National Educa- 
tional association. He ina:3e an im- 
passioned appeal for the restoration 
of the English Bible in the schools, 
not from a religious standpoint, but 
from that of a book which had been 
the foundation of Christian civilisa- 
tion and the inspiration of the best 
in English literature. 
His appeal 


was interrupted by tremendous ap- 
plause from all points in the Exposi- 
tion building. 
Dr. Butler spoke on 


"Some Pressing Problems in Educa- 
tion,17 and that of the Bible he con- 
sidered to be of vital importance.

The claims should he sup- 


or-ted, where possible, by clearance 
ertiflcates and by an affidavit of the 


igaiee, showing that the goods 


vere actually received at a port of 
he Philippine islands. Where neither 
he clearance certificates nor the am- 
avit ^f the consignee can be ob- 
ained', it will be necessary for the 
.aimant to obtain the amdavit of the 


master of the vessel upon which the 


oods "were shipped, showing "what 
iaposition. was made of the goods."

is very near the .(hearts of the Amer- 
ican people that he shall go from 
the court of St. James to the presi- 
dential chair, and I wish he may 
get there." 


Mr. Dickinson eloquently 
voiced 


the sympathetic joy of the American 
people at the certainty of the recov- 
ery of the "illustrious and 'beloved 
king of England. We rejoice," con- 
tinued the speaker, "with 
you in 


your joys and sorrow with you in 
your griefs. That feeling has been ex- 
pressed by no one more truly than 
by President Boosevelt, who is as 
close to the people of America as 
has been any president in the history 
of tlio republic."

When these accidents are studied they 
are traceable to distinct physical 
causes, among which the use of alco- 
hol is most prominent- Thus the engi- 
neer who, tired and worn, takes a 
drink of spirits, wliich all unconscious- 
ly depresses the acuteness of his senses 
and dulls his reasoning-power. Later 
the train, orders are confused and the 
danger signals are not correctly seen, 
and a frightful accident follows, in 
which he perishes. Xo one realb.es Unit 
all this was due to the glass of spirits 
taken toveliev&his wearied state. The 
captain of a great steamship used 
spirits to keep warm while on the 
liridge, and a few hours aftermiulea 
terrible blunder. 
Xo one recognized 


the connection between the spirits 
taken and the accident, and yet it was 
simply cause and effect. 
His usual 


mental clearness was dulled and his 
judgment 
impaired. 
An 
architect 


planned a great block of buildings 
which collapsed, and he wns punished 
as dishonest and fraudulent. In reality 
it was tlie alcoholized brain of a man 
who drank daily, and yet liis friends 
raw no connection between the faulty 
plans and the accident which followed. 
An engineer who drank nt night ami in 
so-called moderation decided that a 
reservoir dam was safe and. would bear 
any pressure. Laterit burst and many 
lives and immense .property was de- 
stroyed. Here the same mistake wns 
made, in trusting to the faulty reason- 
ing of the engineer. This list of dis- 
asters end losses might be extended 
almost indefinitely, and only recently 
is there any suspicion that the use of 
alcohol was an active predisposing 
cause. The delusion that alcohol used 
in small quantities never impairs the 
integrity of the senses and reasoning1 is 
cogf-radicled by daily experience. A 
still greater delusion exists in suppos- 
ing the inebriate to be simply a. moral 
victim',;not diseased. It is this error 
that, crowds the criminal courts with 
victims, who are crurfied out in the 
efforts to restore them. Scientists are 
teaching the great lesson- of preven- 
tion, which insists that all responsible' 
men, holding positions nf trust, should 
be total abstainers,—Journal of In- 
ebriety.
